Jf the soil is 
heavy, add sand, and a litcle well-rotted lial 
soil for all bullbs—and if vou have old potting 
soll available nothing is better. Do not, on 
any account, freshly manure the places where 
your bulbs are to be planted. But if the 
soil has been manured a year previous it is 
quite suitable. To plant alternate groups ot 
daffodils and tulips along the front of the 
flower border adds greatly to the brightness 
and beauty of springtime In your 
Tulips should net be lifted until after the

Inthe Pine W oods. 


One of the most interesting places 
around Dublin at this time of the year 1s 
Glendhu, where the tall pine trees remain 
much as they were during the summer. 
Whatever autumnal change takes place in 
them is gradual and imperceptible; they 
do not alter their appearance suddenly 
like the deciduous trees. With the excep- 
tion of the yew, the juniper, and the 
Scots pine, very few of the pine trees are 
really natives of these islands. Most of them 
are strangers that have been acclimatised, 
such as the silver fir. the spruce, the cedar, 
and the beautiful Douglas fir, with its 
rich aroma. Another pine which is not 
a native of the country, the larch, does 
not grow to its full height in these lati- 
tudes, but requires the long northern 
winter to bring it to perfection. Unlike 
the other coniferous trees, the larch drops 
some of its leaves on the approach of 
winter. In the woods at Glendhu the 
ground is carpeted with grass and ferns 
under the larch trees, but beneath the 
others there are only moss and pine 
needles, dotted here and there with small 
fungi. These coniferous trees encroach 
further into the Arctic circle than any 
others, because pine leaves are shaped to 
bear a weight of snow that would soon 
crush the oak or the beech. No silence 
on earth is quite so deep as the silence 
of the pine woods, but their great charm 
is the slanting winter sunlight that weaves 
magic patterns of light and shade within 
the architecture of their straight stems 
and regular foliage. 


ACurillo’s ‘* Life-Saver.” 


The recent recovery of five priceless art 
treasures, stolen four years ago from the 
Moscow Art Gallery, brings to mind the 
astonishing careers of which some famous 
pictures ean boast. Its instrumentality 
in saving the lives of two men was the 
most curious turn in the varied career of 
Murillo’s painting, ‘‘ The Immaculate 
Conception.’’ This glorious picture, which 
now hangs in The Louvre, came into the 
possession of Marshal Soult in strange 
circumstances while he was following the 
retreating army of Sir John Moore. 

Among his prisoners were two monks. 
who, instead of being shot immediately 
(as was the Marshal's custom with men of 
this calling), were commanded to lead the 
way to their monastery. Here Murillo’s 
masterpiece caught the soldier's eye, but 
his offer to purchase it was refused. The 


Prior pointed out that as much as 100,000 | 


francs had already been refused for it. 
Not to be repulsed, the Marshal offered 
double this amount, whereupon the in- 
genious Prior, hoping to rescue his con- 
demned brethren, accepted on condition 
that they were released. 

Soult, however, was equally clever. He 
claimed that as 200,000 francs was the 
exact price at which the prisoners’ lives 
were valued, the bargain could be fairlv 
concluded without the passage of anv 
money whatever. The Prior, thus out- 
witted, was bound to agree to the terme. 
So it was that Marshal Soult got Murillo’s 
great masterpiece as a gift. 


A Use for Locusts. 


— 


It may happen in the near future that 
what hitherto has been regarded as one 
of the scourges of our world will be sought 
like the rain in a drought. The locust, 
whose very name could, and still can, 
cause colonial and foreign hearts to chill, 
is in a way to find itself the raw material 
for a new industry. These insects, it has 
been discovered, can be turned into food 
for live-stock. The process consists in 
killing and collecting the locusts while 
‘they are still in what is known as the 
hopper stage. They are then dried and 
ground to a powder, which forms the basis 
of the feeding-stuff. The quantity of 
a prepared in some countries will be 
arge enough to allow of exportation, so 
‘that the industry ought to be a profitable

one. It will be necessary to avoid the use 
of poisons in the killing of the locusts, 
since, of course, these would taint the 
finished product. It seems probable that 
our opinion of locusts will soon be in 
need of revision. 


Finglas Fair. 


It is remarkable that the Fair at Donny- 
brook a hundred years ago should have 


acquired a reputation that is now almost 
oroverbial, while its great rival at 
‘inglas, which provided much the same 
kind of excitement, has passed into 
oblivion. The Finglas sports, which were 
held in May, drew large crowds to watch 
the amusements that were popular before 
games like football and hurley had been 
organised into regular pastimes. The old 
Maypole on the village green was 
thoroughly greased, and prizes of different 
kinds were placed in succession on the top, 
while the spectators enjoyed the efforts of 
various competitors to secure the trophies. 
Pigs were shaved, soaped, turned loose, 
and became the property of those who 
could catch and hold them. Another 
favourite game was a sort of reversed blind 
man’s buff, in which the quarry, who 
could see and had a bell attached to him, 
was chased round an enclosure, his 
pursuers having been blindfolded. Some 
of these old sports still survive in country 
districts, but public taste had already 
begun to change about a hundred years 
ago, and the Finglas Fair gradually fell 
into desuetude. In those days the district 
round the village was a much-favoured 
residential locality, and householders 
to the riotous scenes which 
usually accompanied the festivities. There 
were no licensing laws or regulations of 
any kind; publicans and jarveys did a 
roaring trade, and the merry-makers 
knew what to do with the plentiful sup- 
plies of cheap drink. Free fights became 
numerous and sanguinary; the authori- 
ties intervened, and Finglas Fair, like 
Donnybrook Fair, was eventually sup- 
pressed 


An Indignant Sweepstake Winner. 


A country correspondent tells me that, 
when one of the fortunate people who 
drew a horse in the Irish Hospitals Sweep- 
stake received a telegram informing him 
of his great good luck, he was the least 
perturbed man in the district. As a 
matter of fact, he refused point-blank to 
poy the telegraph messenger the porterage 
fee of sixpence. ‘‘ It’s robbery,” he said, 
‘* axin’ a man to pay sixpence on an- ould 
telegram.’’ It was some time before his 
friends convinced him that he would have 
to pay the fee demanded by the postal 
authorities. This man will certainly know 
how to look after his winnings. 


Portraits on Egos. 


If you wish to be abreast of the latest 
American craze, you must have an egg- 
caricature of yourself. Making eggs into 
the likenesses of famous people is the 
original and profitable occupation of the 
American artist, Mr. Graham Dale. The 
birth of the idea was quite simple. Mr. 
Dale was.out of work when, on morning 
at breakfast, he carelessly sketched his 
sister’s features on the egg she set before 
him. The result was so comical, and yet 
so life-like, that the idea came to him of 
making a living by glorifying eggs. Since 
that time he has made thousands of egg- 
caricatures of celebrities, from that of 
Edison and Al Smith down to stage and 
screen stars, such as Estelle Taylor and 
Mae Murray. After sketching’ the 
features on the egg with a pencil, Mr. 
Dale goes over the lines with a brush and 
adds such details as eyelashes, ties, 
collars and wigs to make the portrait 
more convincing. The finished product is 
glued to a wooden base. These carica- 
tures.

i“ proposals of the Northern Govern- 
ment for the re-valuation of the 
Six Counties have raised a regular 
storm of protest, in which all sections of 
the community have joined. Never before 
has there been such unity in condemning 
a bill, as it is felt that the time is in- 
opportune for ene fresh burdens upon 
the people. Efforts are being made to 
revive industry, and any further financial 
handicap might easily destroy confidence 
and enterprise. The Belfast Corporation, 
the Chamber of Commerce, and virtually 
all the local authorities throughout the 
province, are bringing pressure to bear 
upon the Government in the hope of post- 
poning the evil day. 

The Northern Government itself is not 
altogether in favour of the proposed legis- 
lation, but it has no alternative unless it 
refuses to obey the imperial authority. It 
is admitted that the British Treasury has 
compelled the Ulster Government to intro- 
duce the Revaluation Bill, the object being 
to increase the annual contribution of the 
Six Counties to the Imperia] Exchequer at 
Westminster. In these circumstances, the 
issue cannot be evaded.

THE LOUGH FOYLE PROBLEM, 


The controversy regarding the right of 
jurisdiction over Lough Foyle is exciting 
keen interest. The dispute has been 
dragging along for several years, and the 
situation is as obscure as ever. It arose 
out of strife on the lough between Donegal 
fishermen and water bailiffs, and there has 
been litigation, in which the Northern 
High Court decided that Lough Foyle was 
a part of Londonderry under a charter 
granted by an English king centuries ago. 
On the other hand, a Free State judge has 
declared that Lough Foyle belongs to the 
Free State, and is, therefore, under its 
jurisdiction. 

These legal decisions are, of course, 
apart from the rights of the owners of the 
fishery, which are not questioned either 
North or South, the main point at issue 
being whether offences which may be com- 
mitted on the lough should be tried by 
Northern or Free State courts. It is entirely 
a matter of jurisdiction. The problem has 
again been raised this week by the Donegal 
County Council, and some of the members 
look upon it as an international question 
to be decided between Dublin and West- 
minster. Nations, however, move slowly 
in the consideration of such matters, and 
there does not seem to be any prospect of 
an early settlement. 


RAIDING THE ROAD FUND. 


The “Northern Parliament has got 
through its first week of the new session 
without trouble or excitement, the most 
notable proposal adopted by the House 
being the motion to raid the Road Fund 
to the tune of £120,000. As an excuse 
for the raid it was stated by the Minister 
of Commerce that England set up a pre- 
cedent in 1927 by robbing the British 
Road Fund, the suggestion being that the 
Northern Government had an excellent 
example to follow and was acting in good 
company. 

Nevertheless, the House was uneasy, 
and it is thought by many people that 
the money raised on motors, petrol and 
so forth for the maintenance of the roads 
should only be used for that purpose. 
It is hoped that the amount taken will 
be paid back should there be a surplus 
at the end of the financial year. 

It will be recalled that in the Budget 
statement the Minister of Finance fore- 
shadowed that it would be necessary to 
raid the Road Fund in order to balance 
the accounts; so the motion did not come 
as a surprise, but it was unwelcome. A 
Nationalist member suacested thet ho 
money was taken for the purpose of show 
ing. an imperial contribution, wo. as 
things are at present, it will take carefu 
management to make ends meet without 
endeavouring to build up a spectacular 
surplus. 


THE BELFAST BOUNDARIES 


The growth of Belfast within recent 
years has been remarkable. notwithstand-. 
ing the acute industrial depression, and 
the city is still spreading out into the 
country. The ideal of an _ industrial 
centre, with healthy and _ picturesque 
suburbs for the population, is being 
gradually evolved, and the Corporation is 
now considering the problem of extending 
the city boundaries. 

Dwellings of the semi-villa type are 
being erected within easy reach of the 
business houses by tram, ’bus and train. 
and these new modern structures, with 
labour-saving devices, are finding ready 
tenants or purchasers, either outright or 
on the deferred payment system. This is 
one of the reasons why there are so many 
a dwellings of the older style in the 
city. 

The Belfast Corporation has invited 
various local authorities to confer with 
its Improvement (Committee concerning 
the proposed preliminary steps to be taken 
under the Town-Planning and Housing 
Act. which is now in operation in the 
North, with a view to the proper develop- 
ment of the areas surrounding the city. 

The conference will be held as soon as 
possible, when schemes for improving the 
neighbourhood will be considered. The 
Corporation has also in mind the clear. 
ance of slum areas and the provision of 
houses for the poorest section of the com- 
munity, which so far has not benefited 
by any of the Housing Acts. 


FLOODING IN ULSTER. 


The rainfall in Ulster during the past 
week has been abnormal, and some of the 
worst of the torrential s'owers fell this 
morning. There is also a cold snap in the 
wind, and the outlook is cheerless fo 
thousands of families whose hread winners 
cannot find work. In country districts 


considerable areas have been flooded by 


swoollen streams overflowing their banks, 
= in many places the roads are impasa 
able. 

At Newcastle, in County Down, the 
heavy floods of Monday caused the Rivers 
Shimna and Glen and cther streams to 
overflow, and in other parts of the Pro- 
vince th re is the same story to tell of 
destruction by water. Much damage has 
been done, and this fresh stroke of fate 
at the farmers has added greatly to their 
troubles. 

In Belfast there is widespread destitu 
tion and distress, and the various missions 
and charitable organisations have made 
urgent appeals for increased funds to pro- 
vide coals, food and clothing for those in 
need,

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Shopkeeper Accused 
of Forgery.

MULLING 17. Th ursday. 

T Mullingar Circuit Court to-day, before 
/ \ Judge Gleeson, Christopher Jarrett, 

shopkeeper, Athlone, was charged, on 
nine counts, with the forgery of accounts and 
uttering statements of accounts in connection 
with business firms in Athlone, from whom 
he obtained supplies for his grocery shop. 

The prosecution suggestion was that he 
forged and uttered these documents with a 
view to obtaming larger sums of money from 
the Pheenix Insurance Company in respect of 
loss sustained through two fires which 
occurred in his premises in July and Novem 
ber, 1930, by representing, through these 
Statements of accounts, that he had larger 
quantities of stock in his premises at the 
time of the fire than he actually had. 

Mr. Casey, K.C. (instructed by Mr. J. E. 
Wallace, State Solicitor), prosecuted ; and Mr. 
R. Hogan, Barrister-at-Law (instructed by 
Mr. P. V. C. Murtagh) defended. 

The hearing of the case occupied two full 
days. 

The defendant said that there was no truth 
whatever in the suggestion that he forged 
invoices, or that he intended to defraud. He 
was driven into bankruptcy owing to the 
refusal of the insurance company to meet his 
claim. 

The jury returned a verdict of “ guilty “ of 
forgery and uttering statements of accownts 
on three counts. They found him not guilty 
of forgery in another case. They also found 
him not guilty of false pretences. 

Evidence of previous good character was 
given.

GENERAL ELECTION 
EARLY IN 1932.

The fact that the business of the Dail is 
being rapidly disposed of suggested specula- 
tion in the lobbies at Leinster House yester- 
day as to an early Christmas recess. Most 
of the mujor measures have now been well 
advanced. The Housing Bill, which is one 
of the biggest. emerged from the committee 
stage last night. With the exception of the 
Transport Bill, which, there is reason to be- 
lieve, will be introduced shortly, there does 
not appear to be any other measure of first- 
class importance contemplated in the imme- 
diate future. | 

The feeling in the cireumstances seems to 
be that the Dail may adjourn for the recess 
at. the end of next week or the following 
week, The holiday will probably extend well 
into January. 

In this connection there has been much 
discussion as to the date of the general elec- 
tion, President Cosgrave mentioned inci- 
dentally in the course of the debate last 
evening that this would not happen before 
Christmas, a statement which set deputies 
speculating how soon after Christmas. it 
might be. I have already mentioned 
February as the likely date, and have no 
reason to alter this. Indeed, it seems as if 
events point clearly to that time. On the 
other hand, there are some deputies who 
would not be surprised if they had to seek 
a renewal of the confidence of their con- 
stituencies before they returned to Leinster 
House after Christmas. 


TO RELIEVE UNEMPLOY- 
MENT. 

The amount to be made available for the 
relief of distress in the Free State is to be 
£250.000. This was mentioned in the text 
of the new bill which was issued to deputies 
at Leinster House yesterday. 

Another bill, introduced yesterday by Mr. 
Hogan, Minister for Agriculture. is a short 
measure to amend Section 10 of the Agricul- 
tural Produce (Fresh Meat) Act, 1930. The 
section deals with the provisional registra- 
tion of slaughtering houses.

Picture the scene. The Minister is 
traversing the Committee stage of the 
Housing Bill, which happens to be his 
particular wonderland for the time being. 
when he comes upon Messrs. O'Connell 
and Corish, with their heads together 
busily engaged in hatching conundrums. 
Not far away, as if to give versisimilitude 
to the tableau, a dormouse-like deputy 
from the South slumbers shamelessly on 
the Government benches. 

“ What is the meaning,” asks Mr. 
Corish, ‘‘ of the word ‘ may ’?’’ : 

“That's an easy one,” replies Mr. 
Mulcahy. ‘‘ ‘May’ means ‘ may.’ ”’ 

‘““Wrong!’’ cries Mr. O'Connell, 
triumphantly. “ The Minister for Industry 
and Commerce told us here a few evenings

FUTILITY OF THE WORD. 

Satisfied that they had thus exposed 
the futility of the word as a medium 
of expression on no less an authority 
than that of the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce himself, the two Labour 
be went on to deal with a 
sub-section of the bill according to which 
local authorities ‘‘ may ” t '.e upon them- 
selves certain powers, and which, on their 
reasoning meant that local authorities 
“shall” take upon themselves those 
powers.

Mr. Corish could only suggest that the 
additional words “ at their discretion ”’ 
should be inserted in all those cases, and 
it was easy to see that this solution was 
not one that commended itself to the 
Minister. 

Mr. O'Connell, however, was still 
wandering n his maze of ‘‘ mays,”’ and 
after assuring the Minister that “ every 
lawyer will tell you’* that there are a great 
many places where “ may ” is read as 
‘ shall,” he demanded a definition of the 
word.

It seems almost ungracious upon the 
morrow of these two events to make an 
appeal to members to show equal common- 
sense in all their parliamentary activities, 
but consistent common-sense Is, un- 
doubtedly. necessary if the hopes reposed 
in this Parliament are to be justified. 
The grumblers must really make up their

There was much 
to be said for leaving our relationships with 
the Dominions fluid, and not fixed. There 
was also much to be said for allowing such 
questions to be settled as they arose by 
tradition, by good sense, and by compromise. 
Here, again, he added, different men have 
different opinions. There are some who think 
that ideals are meant for pursuit, and not 
for capture. There are others who anxiously 
look forward to the realisation of ideals, and 
amongst those are our fellow-gubjects from 


thé Dominions overseas. 
THE FREE STATE. 


Dealing with the position of the Irish Free 
‘State under the bill, -he said that the moral 
obligation to abide by the Treaty would still 
rest with the Irish Free State. The moral 
rélations between the Free State and the 
British Commonwealth of Nations would be 
far more binding if it depended upon the free 
will of the partners associated in it than 
if we were forced to rely on its continuance 
by statute.

LORD SALISBURY'S REGRET. 


The Marquess of Salisbury regretted that 
the bill had been introduced at the present 
time. The measure was full of restrictions, 
except in the case of the Irish Free State. 
What, he asked, has Southern Ireland done 
that she should occupy this position? Has 
she anything in her history to prove that 
she is more fit than any other Domimion to 
occupy this special position? He was 
franklv astonished, he added, when he first 
read the bill. but, having received the assur- 
ance contained in Mr. Cosgrave's letter to 
the Prime Minister, and in Mr. Baldwin's 
speech in the House of Commons, he would 
not support any amendment to this part of 
the bill. He was content to rest upon that 


assurance. 
A MOMENTOUS MEASURE. 


Lord Buckmaster maintained that this was 
a most momentous measure. It is, I believe, 
the first time an attempt has been made to 
rut into the form of an Act of Parliament 
the rules which bind the various component 
parts of the Empire, he declared, and that I 
1egard as a grave mistake. It is of the 
utmost conseguence that you should allow 
the free, independent growth of independent 
life in the various elements which make up 
eur Empire, and that you should avoid, as 
far as possible, putting a definition on what 
the relationships may be into the unyielding 
form of an Act of Parliament. 

It was unfortunate, he thought, that when- 
ever the question of Ireland was under dis- 
cussion their lordships always seemed to 
‘ppproach it with a suspicious mind. There 
wert, he knew. matters in the past which it 
was hard to forget. But, he added, of one 
‘thing 1 am quite satisfied—if we desire to 
sec ireland become a strong, loyal component 
pait of the British Empire —-and we all do— 
there is only one way to accomplish it, and 
that is to show that you trust Ireland. 

Lord Stonehaven urged that the. House 
would be wise to pass the bill. 


LORD LLOYD’S FEAR. 

Lord Lloyd declared that the Government 
should make it quite certain that by this 
measure they were not putting the Empire 
into a ‘‘ Constitutional strait-waistcoat,’’ so 
hat all simple. ordered progress might be 
limited rather than advanced. He suggested 
that the bill should be sent to a Select 
Committee of both Houses, so that they 
might be satisfied that it was as wise and 
prudent a measure as was claimed for it, 
and that in passing it they were really doing 
what the Duminions desired. 

Lord Passfield pointed out that the 
Opposition supported the bill, and he sug- 

ested that the House would do well to pass 
it without amendment. It was one of the 
objects of the bill to give to the Dominions 
that freedom with regard to constitutional 
matters which was desired by several of 
their lordships. It was that aspect of the 
measure which the representatives of the 
Dominions at the Imperial Conference 
stressed most strongly 

Viscount Hailsham, Leader of the House, 
informed Lord Lloyd that there could he no 
advantage gained by sending the bill to a 
Select Committee. It had already been 
thoroughly considered, and had been intro- 
cuced at the request of each of the 
Dominions. 

The bill was read a second time, without 
a division.

PLANS TO ENFORCE 
DEMANDS. 


> 


T a further meeting of the Leinster 
Milk Producers’ Association, held in 
_ the C.Y.M.S. Hall, Aughrim street, 
Dublin, yesterday, arrangements were made 
to_enforce their demand for 1s. 1d. per gallon 
clear for whole milk delivered to Dublin 
wholesalers. ‘The possibilities of a milk 
“war ” are, therefore, not remote. 

At the public session it was stated by 
Mr. C. M. Byrne, Chairman, Wicklow 
County Council, who presided, that milk could 
not be produced at 10d. or 104d. per gallon. 

“We can only produce milk at a certain 
price,” said the Chairman, *‘ and it does not 
matter what the wholesaler and _ retailer 
charge the consumers in Dublin. ‘That is a 
matter they must settle between themselves. 
We have gone into this matter very care- 
fully m Wicklow, and are agreed that the 
very minimum at which we can produce 
milk is ls., and many of you will agree that 
that figure is too low. 
the Press: ‘Are we asking anything ex- 
travagant, are we asking anything more than 
a living, in fact an existing, wage, when we 
ask ls. ld. ’” ‘That is the issue we have to 
put before the public. The /rish Times 
said that we had put our cards on the table. 
We say now that we are, moreover, quite 
willing to facilitate any inquiry that may be 
made by a Department of State or by the 
newspapers. 


A VITAL ISSUE. 


“ We are willing to face any tribunal or 
body to prove that we cannot produce milk 
at less than 1s.. This is a very vital issue, on 
which, to a large extent, our future depends. 
Everything that the farmer has to sell has 
been forced down to pre-War level. Milk is 
the only thing we can produce for anything 
like a return up to the present. If we are to 
be forced below the level of production, we 
cannot continue to supply Dublin.” 

They did not wish to take drastic action, 
especially as Christmas was approaching ; but, 
if driven to it, they would do so. On this 
issue they were confident that they would be 
supported by the farmers, not only in the 
adjoining counties, but all over the Saorstat. 
They wanted this matter to be settled peace- 
fully. 

The meeting then went into private session. 


PRODUCERS’ ULTIMATUM. 


Subsequently the following statement was 
issued for publication :— 

““ An Executive Committee, composed of 
twenty members representative of Counties 
Wicklow, Louth, Meath, Dublin, Kildare and 


Wexford, having been formed, the Committee | 


was directed to notify Dublin vendors that, 
on and from Tuesday morning, December 1, to 
May 1, 1932, the price to be paid for all milk 
will bel /1 net per gallon clear to the producers. 
‘There was an attendance of over sixty pro- 
ducers. The decision’ of the meeting will be 
conveyed by letter to the milk distributors 
concerned, and replies will be considered at 
a meeting of the producers to be held at 
3 St. Stephen’s Green, on Monday next at 
2.50 p.m.” 

It is understood that the organised pro- 
ducers will fight against anyone who refuses 
to pay 1s. ld. net per gallon for milk intended 
for sale in Dublin. In conversation with an 
/rish Times reporter, Mr. C. M. Byrne 
declared that a number of creameries would 
stand by the producers in their demand for 
Is. Id. The representative of one creamery 
at the meeting promised the organisation 
every support. 


IMMEDIATE OUTLOOK. 


The question of establishing milk dépóts 
in Dublin for the distribution of milk to 
consumers was under consideration, but no 
decision was reached. The advantage of 
bringing producer and consumer together was 
fully realised by the meeting, but it was also 
realised that this would take some time. The 
immediate future has to be provided for first. 

The large distributing firms most concerned 
would not say definitely what effect this will 
have on retail prices to the consumer during 
the winter, although it is probable that there 
will be an advance as from the Ist of 
December

THE SALES OF HOUSES. 


Mr. HUGH A. LAW (Govt., Donegal) and 
Mr. SEAN T. O'KELLY (F.F., Dublin N.) 
submitted an amendment to include Public 
Utility Societies with private persons to whom 
the Minister might continue to make grants 
under the 1929 Act as amended by the present 
bill. 

Mr, MULCAHY said that they proposed 
to give Public Utility Societies facilities equal 
to the annual grant which they proposed to 
give local authorities who were age 
houses for the working classes. They ha 
provided for financial assistance to the Public 
Utility Societies. 

Mr. LAW said that he understood that if 

ublic utility society sold a house built 
i this scheme they would lose the grant. 
Mr. MULCAHY said that if a public 
utility society building houses and getting 
this grant sold a house for profit, then the 
payment of the grant in respect of that house 
would cease. The intention was to encourage 
the development of a public utility society 
to build houses for renting rather than for 
sale. 

Mr. SEAN T. O'KELLY said that the 
majority of public utility societies had a 
very limited credit, and a subsidy was a 
very great advantage to them in carrying on 
their work. When they had built a house 
they could sell it and then go on with 
another building scheme. The new arrange- 
ment would mean the same, as far as the 
Government was concerned, but it wonld not 
be of the same practical value to the 
societies, and would mean that the work of 
some would be handicapped, and that of the 
smaller ones might have to cease. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that the Government 
was anxious that, outside local authorities, 
there would be societies that would build 
houses of a slightly better quality for rent- 
ing. If there were le who could afford 
to buy from public utility societies, there 
was nothing to prevent the societies from 
was but, then the society would lose the 
annual grant. 

Mr. COBURN (National League, Louth) 
said that if public utility societies were 
exempted on the Page that they built houses 
for sale, the good work already done would 
be destroyed. There were working men in 
the country anxious to become the owners 
of their houses who would not touch a public 
Mc society were it, not, for the fact that 
they knew they would own their houses after 
a certain number of years. 

Mr. 8. McENTEE (F.F., 8. Dublin) said 
that, in view of the extreme housin 
shortage, every agency that would enable 
people to get houses should be encouraged. 
He would agree with the Minister that 
greater encouragement should be given to 
the society that would build houses and Jet 
them, but they should not cut off the State 
assistance given to those societies who built 
houses for sale. He thought that the sort 
of assistance contemplated by the Minister 
would not of any use to the people who 
wished to own their own houses and who 
were prepared to bny them.

Minister’s scheme was unsound, and it was 
discouraging people who saved money in order 
that they might buy their houses as soon as 
possible.

OPPOSITION. 

President COSGRAVE said that two 
deputies on the Fianna Fail benches wanted 
extra money, when only last month the 
Fianna Fail Party voted against the imposi- 
tion of taxation which weet enabie them to 
meet the ordinary commitments of the present 
year. The only thing that deputies opposite 
thought about was that there was a general 
election coming on, and that they wolud make 
it difficult for the Government. 

“I am prepared,” said the President, ‘‘ to 


any part of the country, urban or rural, and 
put before the people their record for the 
past month; when money was wanted they 
would not vote for it.” 

Nobody would deny that money for housing 
must come from the main source—taxation. 
Within the last nine years the Government 
had put up approximately 26,000 houses. 
Dublin’s - quota—6, was approximately 
one-fourth of the rest of the country. Dublin, 
it was now calculated, needed 20,000 houses, 
and at such rate of calculation something 
like 80,000 were needed in the country. There 
were about 560,000 heads of families in the 
country, and it was therefore calculated that 
if 80,000 houses were to be built, seven people 
would have to contribute for one house. 
When they wanted half a million pounds 
Deputy Ward voted against it, although it 
dealt with services for the past year, including 
housing in the rural and urban areas. 

Mr. BRISCOE—The Electricity Supply 
Board took two millions. 

President COSGARVE—The Electricity 
Supply Board did not get one single six- 
penny piece of it. They did not get even 
the penny piece mentioned in the Gospel.

COLOSSAL EXPENDITU RE. 

Dealing with the amendment, President 
Cosgrave said that the expense of the ad- 
ministration of the amendment would be 
colossal, and housing ‘was not a service In 
respect of which one could afford to spend 
money unless he saw houses going up. There 
had been a reduction in the cost of building 
since 1922. In 1922 the average price per 
square foot was 14s. 6d., and in 1951 it was 
10s. 6d. The original sum made available 
for house building .reduced during those 
yearly practically in accord with the drop in 
reduction percentage of costs. i i 

He referred to the present financial situa- 
tion, and said that one of the most unusual 
occurrences took piace this year. It was 
found that the levy of taxation had not pro- 
duced the money that: was required, and 
extra imposts had to be enacted and passed 
into law in order to produce the money 
which was estimated was required in April 
last. This was a time when they had to 
consider the economy of every single Act 
which passed through the House, and to 
limit, as far as possible, the cost on the 
taxpayer, and this bill, if they were dealing 
with the financial situation of this time 
twelve month, could have been, and would 
have bee:, of more generous measure than 
it is. 


FIVE YEARS’ TAXATION. 


They had, however, to face the fact that the 
reduction in the yield from taxation was a 
serious indication of the financial position. 
Whether they were going to ignore that fact 
and go on with expense was one on which 
the Oireachtas must make up its mind. The 
Government in putting this bill before the 
House had in mind what it would be likely 
to impose on the ta»payers and ratepayers 
during the next five years, as the cost of the 
bill would be laid on the shoulders of those 
people, and each of them would have to 
contribute his quota in the ratio of fifty-fiftv. 

Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin) asked the 
Minister could he deny the positive statement 
that he now made—that medical officers of 
health were fully competent, without one 
penny extra in salary, to visit tenements in 
rural areas and say to the satisfaction of 
the Minister whether a house had or had not 
been put properly in order, and certify that 
a house was no longe insanitary. The 
Minister must admit that he did not want 
to tackle the housing problem in rural areas 
at, all, and only in a small degree in urban 
areas. 


A SOULLESS BILL. 

Mr. P. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) described 
the bill as a soulless thing, and said that 
the Minister in the measure had made build- 
ing operations in the non-urbansied towns 
almost impossible. 

Mr. CLERY (F.F., North Mayo) said that 
the great necessity of the moment was the 
improvement of dwellinghouses in the 
country, not the building of new houses. 

The MINISTER said that it was because 
the Department had the conditions of rural 
housing closely under consideration that he 
could not accept this amendment. Those 
proposing the amendment had overlooked the 
sub-section which gave the local authority 
power to compel occupiers of rural houses to 
put those dwellings into repair. The effect 
of the amendment would be that these people 
would turn to the Department and get £40 
to carry out the repairs ordered.

The amendment was defeated by 66 votes 
to 45.

The financial provisions of 
the bill were within the capacity of the tax- 
pavers, and that should be the consideration. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin South) said 
that the people that should be considered 
were those in most urgent need of houses. 
So far, the greater part of the assistance 
went to persons, who, although in need of 
houses, were much less urgently in need of 
houses than the section to be assisted by the 
amendement.
